1 . Claim 9 is allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest singularly or an obvious 
combination of a device having two parallel bars mounted on a frame and having an 
adjustable top end that can be raised or lowered and is formed from two section of 
which the first section is mounted on the parallel bars and attached to the second 
section by two pivotal hinges, further including an arm having a first end secured to the 
frame by a pivot and a hole, and a second end having an attachment for securing a first 
end of a first cable to a cam and a large pulley and secured to the frame for allowing the 
pivotal motion of the arm; a plate formed into the frame and having an aperture for 
receiving a rod formed at the bottom end of the bar where the plate includes an 
attachment for receiving a spring pin that engages a hole to lock a first end of the bar at 
a desired position and a second end adapted to receive a support member that is fixed 
to a rotary part; a second cable extends through the bar and engages a groove rim of a 
plurality of pulleys mounted directly on the rotary par so as to be pulled at any position 
and where one small pulley has a hole for receiving a bolt passing through the hole of 
the rotary part supporting the pulley and being connected by a nut; and finally a handle 
formed as an end portion of the second cable and adapted for receiving a users limb 
and fitted with a cable holder.
